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LBJ to Send Envoy for 
Talks With Cambodia 


Between Hammer and Anvil 


Sihanouk in Middle of Crossfire

Prince Norodom Sihanouk of 


Cambodia says his country is 
pinned between 
the hammer 


and the anvil, evidently mean- 
ing the hammer of U.S. power 
and the anvil of communism. 
This might explain why he 
keeps all sides guessing about 
exactly what he intends to do if 
the Americans engage in hot 
pursuit of Vietnamese Commu- 
nists across his borders. 


The 
anvil 
of 
communism 


may be looking more menacing 
to him right now than the Amer- 
ican hammer. Thus, his words 
indicate, he would in the proper 
circumstances be persuaded to 
look the other way in the event 
of hot pursuit. 


Sihanouk leaves the impres- 


sion that he is seeking insur- 
ance, and in so doing is fighting 
fire with fire. 


Statements of the Cambodian 


chief of state perplex many 
Westerners and probably many 
Communists, too. He seems to 
say one thing one day and an- 
other the next. But Sihanouk 
himself appears perplexed, and 
from this standpoint there is a 
certain 
consistency about his 


words. Despite his florid denun- 


ciations of American intentions, 
he is keeping the door open, 
while at the same time keeping 
a wary eye on the Communist 
side. 


On New Year's Day, Sihanouk 


said he would "never let any 
foreigner 
occupy 
the 
least 


square meter of our territory" 
without acting to drive him out. 
"but in the case of partial occu- 
pation . .. we must first use 
protests and diplomatic means 
to make the adversary with- 
draw." 


Quick Withdrawal 


The operative word in that 


seems to be "occupy." The 
suggestion was that if it were a 
case of swift pursuit across bor- 
ders where the United States 
claims the Communists have 
sanctuary, and then quick with- 
drawal, Sihanouk might not go 
beyond protest, a sort of formal- 
ity, provided the Americans left 
promptly. 


The perplexity arises from a 


series of Sihanouk statements, 
seemingly 
contradictory. 
An 


American correspondent quoted 
him as saying Dec. 23 that Cam- 
bodia would not intervene mili- 
tarily if U.S. troops engaged in 
limited combat on his 
soil. 


Meanwhile, he rejected a U.S. 


proposal to strengthen the Inter- 
national Control Commission to 
prevent use of Cambodia by the 
Vietnamese Communists. 


Then on Dec. 27 Sihanouk, ad- 


dressing his national congress, 
displayed his fears of the Com- 
m u n i s t s, 
warning against 


"Khmer

whose subversion weakens the 
country at the time when the 
Americans 
are 
intending to 


launch aggression." This repre- 
sented the hammer and the an- 
vil. 


If the Americans "penetrate 


immediately but do not estab- 
lish themselves permanently." 
Sihanouk said, he would have a 
"pretext" for asking aid from 
Russia and China. But, he add- 
ed, he doesn't get much aid 
from them now because they 
"do not consider the danger se- 
rious." There is a hint in this 
that if U.S. action is limited and 
there is no occupation of Cam- 
bodian soil, Sihanouk would only 
be going through the motions of 
asking outside help. 


If "the danger is great," said 


Sihanouk, he would call on Rus- 
sia and China to send large 
amounts of equipment. Once 
again, the implication is that

LBJ to Send Envoy for 
Talks With Cambodia 


Between Hammer and Anvil 


Sihanouk in Middle of Crossfire 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN 


AP Special Correspondent 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk of 


Cambodia says his country is 
pinned between the hammer 
and the anvil, evidently mean- 
ing the hammer of U.S. power 
and the anvil of communism. 
This might explain why he 
keeps all sides guessing about 
exactly what he intends to do if 
the Americans engage in hot 
pursuit of Vietnamese Commu- 
nists across his borders. 


The 
anvil 
of 
communism 


may be looking more menacing 
to him right now than the Amer- 
ican hammer. Thus, his words 
indicate, he would in the proper 
circumstances be persuaded to 
look the other way in the event 
of hot pursuit. 


Sihanouk leaves the impres- 


sion that he is seeking insur- 
ance, and in so doing is fighting 
fire with fire. 


Statements of the Cambodian 


chief of state perplex 
many 


Westerners and probably many 
Communists, too. He seems to 
say one thing one day and an- 
other the next. But Sihanouk 
himself appears perplexed, and 
from this standpoint there is a 
certain consistency about his 
words. Despite his florid denun- 


ciations of American intentions, 
he is keeping the door open, 
while at the same time keeping 
a wary eye on the Communist 
side. 


On New Year's Day. Sihanouk 


said he would "never let any 
foreigner 
occupy 
the 
least 


square meter of our territory" 
without acting to drive him out, 
"but in the case of partial occu- 
pation . . . we must first use 
protests and diplomatic means 
to make the adversary with- 
draw-." 


Quick Withdrawal 


The operative word in that 


seems to be "occupy." The 
suggestion was that if it were a 
case of swift pursuit across bor- 
ders where the United States 
claims the Communists have 
sanctuary, and then quick with- 
drawal, Sihanouk might not go 
beyond protest, a sort of formal- 
ity, provided the Americans left 
promptly.

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Legislative Mystery 


The University 
of 
Wisconsin 
is a 


constitutionally required branch of the 
state government. The founders of the state 
decided that "provision shall be made for 
the establishment of a state university at or 
near the seat of state government..." 


The details of the scope of its services. 


its method of government, and all other 
matters were left to the judgment of 
succeeding legislatures. One of the earliest 
of the legislature's acts, coincidentally with 
the establishment of the infant school more 
than a century ago, was the creation of a 
board of regents as its immediate govern- 
ing authority, as the repository of respon- 
sibility for its operations and services, the 
appointment of its officers and faculty, and 
the government of its student population 


But when a select state senate commit- 


tee was organized last month to study the 
university's internal problems as exempli- 
fied by riotous recent student disorders, it 
concluded that the powers of the regents, 
as well as their responsibilities, should be 
clarified. The committee brought in a bill 
winch rode through the senate with ease. 
Indeed, all except two of the members of 
the legislature's upper house insisted upon 
attaching their names as authors of the 
statutory. rcMsifui 


The new bill would have made it crystal 


clear that the regents have full powers in 
the government of the institution, and that 
the faculty would have only such powers 
with respect to governing the university 
and its branches as might be expressly 
delegated by the regents. 


But in one of those frequent mysteries 


of legislative politics at Madison, the bill 
somehow failed of enactment in the state 
assembly, in spite of the fact that it was the 
assembly that produced most of the angry 
reaction to campus disorders, including 
formal 
proposals for sharp 
enrollment 


limitations for outsiders. 


The senate bill, as we see it and are 


confident most of the residents of Wiscon- 


sin who support this great school at 
considerable cost in tax liability will see it, 
also wisely proposed to define the status of 
the student with respect to his rights and 
responsibilities. 


The bill declared: 
"It is declared to be public policy that 


education at the university is a privilege 
and not a right: and that admission to the 
various 
courses 
of instruction at 
the 


university shall be granted only to an 
applicant therefore who meets the stan- 
dards and qualifications for 
admission, 


established by the regents of the University 
ot Wisconsin." 


Further: 
"It is declared to be public policy of this 


state that admission to any course of study 
in the university is granted subject to an 
implied agreement by the applicant that he 
will abide by those regulations established 
under this chapter for the government of 
the university and that any violation of 
s,uch regulations constitutes 
reason 
for 


suspension, expulsion, or other appropriate 
disciplinary action." 


We would hazard a guess that most of 


the citizens of Wisconsin interested in 
higher education would 
enthusiastically 


endorse such a rule, and in fact, would 
have supposed that it was already univer- 
sity policy. It had 
become 
reasonably 


apparent that the University administra- 
tion and regents, disturbed by the nihilist 
but tiny majority of students manifestly 
bent on destroying a high prestige institu- 
tion, would have welcomed such an explicit 
statutory declaration of public policy. 


Yet for reasons no one to our knowl- 


edge has attempted to explain, this mea- 
sure was sidetracked in the waning hours 
of the state assembly's deliberations of the 
year. Parents of responsible students and 
ather constituents might find it expedient 
to query their assembly 
representatives 


about this strange oversight, if oversight 
it was. 


Difficult Times Ahead in Vietnam 


It has been 
difficult 
to 
determine 


whether the recent avalanche of publicity 
from Washington over alleged Communist 
sanctuaries in Cambodia and increases in 
Communist activities in Laos and Thailand 
is aimed at preparing the American public 
for "hot pursuit" across other borders and 
an extension of the war. But it does seem 
obvious that the sanctuaries do exist and 
have for some time. 


Documents reported to be 
captured 


from North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong 


sources indicate that the Communists may 
be doing some escalating of their own and 
the increased fighting in Laos and Thailand 
may be proof. The documents speak of 
increasing the pressure to drive out the 
Americans before any sort of negotiation 
— exactly in fact the same sort of emphasis 
in American policies. But there may be one 
big difference in interest toward negotia- 
tions: it would be to President Johnson's 
political advantage to reach a settlement of 
the war before elections; the North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong see it quite the 
opposite and presumably will hold out until 
after the United States elections. 


This makes things even more difficult 


for the United States. With recognition that 
the war is almost certain to be waged 
viciously for at least ten more months, 
comes more concern for the United States 
forces that bear the brunt of the fighting 
and who arc handicapped by the limitations 
of the war. Despite what sometimes seems 
to be the showcase bombing of the North, it 
is finally being recognized that the war 
must be won in the South and that the 
massive bomb tonnage has not and will not 
halt the movement of men and supplies 
into the South There may also begin to be 
a guarded admission that the Viet Cong are 
primarily Southerners and are far more 
numerous than has ever been conceded. If 
they have extensive help from Communist 
elements in Laos. Cambodia and Thailand, 
the pressure upon the American military is 
bound to worsen. 


Despite the occasional bombastic avow- 


als by South Vietnamese leaders of pursuit 
into Cambodia and even invasion of North 
Vietnam, it appears that the United States 
policy at present is sincerely seeking to 
neutralize

uttered by a fire-eating Pope 
who obviously lusted in world 
conflict in pursuit of religious 
colonization, the words would 
have meant less than they do 
from a Pope who is the most 
ardent peace-seeker in recent 
papal history; who, indeed, 
came to the United Nations, 
and demanded: No More War. 


The rumors now are that the 


Pope is an ambiguist, that he 
says one thing one day, anoth- 
er another; and that he is just 
perhaps a little bit naive about 
world a f f a i r s . Concretely, 
some of his critics mention his 
disqualifications to serve as a 
negotiator in Vietnam in the 
light of the fact that 
the 


Catholic population of South 
Vietnam is a strong, vested 
cultural-political interest. Oth- 
ers have mentioned the cur- 
ious point, namely that in his 
encyclical 
this spring, 
the 


Pope referred to modern cap- 
italism in terms appropriate 
only to 19th Century capital- 
ism, and so showed himself 
cut of touch. A curious point 
not because it isn't so (it is), 
but because it has come from 
people who do not customarily 
take offense at any misrepre- 
sentation of capitalism. In this 
case, their irritation at the 
Pope appears to have tran- 
scended their hostility to capi- 
talism. 


Notwithstanding the points 


the Pope will have lost in 
some quarters, he has encour- 
aged others, others who have 
wondered in the past whether 
the Pope was beinning to lose 
sight of the essential political 
drama of the day. It would 
appear that he has not. And it 
would appear that, in his 
continuing commitment to the 
cause of justice over the cause 
of pacifism, he is showing the 
tenacious concern for the end 
of genocidal activity in the 
Far East which Pope Pius XII 
was accused of not having 
shown when it was the Jews 
who were being victimized by 
Nazi Germany. 


A formal statement from the

constitutionally required 
branch of the 


state government. The founders of the state 
decided that "provision shall be made for 
the establishment of a state university at or 
near the seat of state government. .." 


The details of the scope of its services, 


its method of government, and all other 
matters were left to the judgment of 
succeeding legislatures. One of the earliest 
of the legislature's acts, coincidentally with 
the establishment of the infant school more 
than a century ago, was the creation of a 
board of regents as its immediate govern- 
ing authority, as the repository of respon- 
sibility for its operations and services, the 
appointment of its officers and faculty, and 
the government of its student population 


But when a select state senate commit- 


tee was organized last month to study the 
university's internal problems as exempli- 
fied by riotous recent student disorders, it 
concluded that the powers of the regents. 
a? well as their responsibilities, should be 
clarified. The committee brought in a bill 
\\luch rode through the senate with ease. 
Indeed, all except two of the members of 
the legislature's upper house insisted upon 
attaching their names as authors of the 
statutory revision 


The new bill would have made it crystal 


clear that the regents have full powers in 
the government of the institution, and that 
the faculty would have only such powers 
with respect to governing the university 
and its branches as might be expressly 
delegated by the regents. 


But in one of those frequent mysteries 


of legislative politics at Madison, the bill 
somehow failed of enactment in the state 
assembly, in spite of the fact that it was the 
assembly that produced most of the angry 
reaction to campus disorders, including 
formal 
proposals for sharp enrollment 


limitations for outsiders. 


The senate bill, as we see it and are 


confident most of the residents of Wiscon- 


sin who support this great school at 
considerable cost in tax liability will see it, 
also wisely proposed to define the status of 
the student with respect to his rights and 
responsibilities. 


The bill declared: 
"It is declared to be public policy that 


education at the university is a privilege 
and not a right: and that admission to the 
various 
courses 
of instruction at 
the 


university shall be granted only to an 
applicant therefore who meets the stan- 
dards and qualifications 
for 
admission, 


established by the regents of the University 
of Wisconsin." 


Further: 
"It is declared to be public policy of this 


state that admission to any course of study 
in the university is granted subject to an 
implied agreement by the applicant that he 
will abide by those regulations established 
under this chapter for the government of 
the university and that any violation of 
buch regulations constitutes reason 
for 


suspension, expulsion, or other appropriate 
disciplinary action." 


We would hazard a guess that most of 


the citizens of Wisconsin interested in 
higher education would 
enthusiastically 


endorse such a rule, and in fact, would 
have supposed that it was already univer- 
sity policy. It had become 
reasonably 


apparent that the University administra- 
tion and regents, disturbed by the nihilist 
but tiny majority of students manifestly 
bent on destroying a high prestige institu- 
tion, would have welcomed such an explicit 
statutory declaration of public policy. 


Yet for reasons no one to our knowl- 


edge has attempted to explain, this mea- 
sure was sidetracked in the waning hours 
of the state assembly's deliberations of the 
year. Parents of responsible students and 
other constituents might find it expedient 
to query their assembly 
representatives 


about this strange oversight, if oversight 
it was.

Difficult Jimes Ahead in Vietnam 


On the Right 
Pope's Pacifism Remarks Cause 
Disaffection in Liberal Circles 


It 
has been 
difficult 
to 
determine 


whether the recent avalanche of publicity 
from Washington over alleged Communist 
sanctuaries in Cambodia and increases in 
Communist activities in Laos and Thailand 
is aimed at preparing the American public 
for "hot pursuit" across other borders and 
an extension of the war. But it does seem 
obvious that the sanctuaries do exist and 
have for some time. 


Documents reported to be captured 


from North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
sources indicate that the Communists may 
he doing some escalating of their own and 
the increased fighting in Laos and Thailand 
may be proof. The documents speak of 
increasing the pressure to drive out the 
Americans before any sort of negotiation 
— exactly in fact the same sort of emphasis 
in American policies. But there may be one 
big difference in interest toward negotia- 
tions: it would be to President Johnson's 
political advantage to reach a settlement of 
the war before elections: the North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong see it quite the 
opposite and presumably will hold out until 
after the United States elections. 


This makes things even more difficult 


for the United States. With recognition that 
the war is almost certain to be waged 
viciously for at least ten more months, 
comes more concern for the United States 
forces that bear the brunt of the fighting 
and who arc handicapped by the limitations 
of the war. Despite what sometimes seems 
to be the showcase bombing of the North, it 
is finally being recognized that the war 
must be won in the South and that the 
massive bomb tonnage has not and will not 
halt the movement of men and supplies 
into the South There may also begin to be 
a guarded admission that the Viet Cong are 
primarily Southerners and are far more 
numerous than has ever been conceded. If 
they have extensive help from Communist 
elements in Laos. Cambodia and Thailand, 
the pressure upon the American military is 
bound to worsen. 


Despite the occasional bombastic avow- 


als by South Vietnamese leaders of pursuit 
into Cambodia and even invasion of North 
Vietnam, it appears that the United States 
policy at present is sincerely seeking to 
neutralize 
Cambodia. It's 
a reasonable 


policy. Hot pursuit would be branded 


aggression, would further 
damage 
the 


American image around the world and 
cause more demonstrations at home and 
might possibly increase the assistance of 
other Communist countries. At least Prince 
Sihanouk has promised to ask for such help 
in case of extensive border violations. 


If the United States can persuade the 


Prince to accept inspection by the Interna- 
tional Control Commission and persuade 
the ICC itself to initiate such inspection, it 
might be possible to limit the use of the 
sanctuaries. The Soviet Union is probably 
important here in encouraging the Polish 
and Indian representatives to cooperate 
with the Canadian members. 


But the topography of the area is 


against the success of stopping all such 
infiltration completely just as it is against a 
real military victory over guerilla fighters. 
The jungles are thick, there are virtually 
no real roads, much of the area is a 
swamp. And while there is antagonism 
between Laotians and Vietnamese, Cam- 
bodians and Thais, it is also difficult to tell 
them apart. Prince Sihanouk may not have 
really cared whether the Viet Cong were 
finding refuge in his country but it is also 
probably true that he might not have 
known it before or have been able to 
prevent it. 


American forces are spread thin in 


South Vietnam. Military writer 
Hanson 


Baldwin of the New Yo?fc Times reports 
that "the 173rd Airborne Brigade and First 
Cavalry Division have been used as 'fire 
brigades' in various parts of South Viet- 
nam: 
there are not enough troops to clear 


and hold all important areas: the highlands 
area along the Laotian and Cambodian 
frontiers is only thinly covered; and in the 
north the marines do not have enough men 
to hold the demilitarized zone, protect their 
bases, extend their limited pacified area, 
and plug all the gaps to the frontier." 
Without increasing dramatically the num- 
ber of American ground troops in Vietnam, 
how are we going to pursue the enemy even 
further'? 


In the past the United States has been 


generally responsible for escalating the 
war. But in the year ahead, we are likely to 
be victims of our past policy and find that 
we must react to escalation from the other 
side. It's not an encouraging picture.

In this 
case, their irritation at the 
Pope appears to have tran- 
scended their hostility to capi- 
talism.
